This responds to your July 2, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, 
originally submitted to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). You requested records 
relating to or mentioning the Advanced Research Projects Agency Network AKA ARPANET, 
the first network to implement the protocol suite TCP/IP. We received the referral on 
October 17, 2019, and assigned it case number DODOIG-2020-000055 

The FBI determined that some of the records originated with the Department of Defense, 
Office of Inspector General (DoD OIG) or contained DoD OIG equities. Accordingly, after 
thorough review of the document referred by the FBI, the document has been found non- 
responsive to your request. 

If you consider this an adverse determination, you may submit an appeal. Your appeal, if 
any, must be postmarked within 90 days of the date of this letter, should clearly identify the 
determination that is being appealed, and should reference DODOIG-2020-000055. Send your 
appeal to the Department of Defense, Office of Inspector General, ATTN: FOIA Appellate 
Authority, Suite 10B24, 4800 Mark Center Drive, Alexandria, VA 22350-1500. We recommend 
that your appeal and its envelope both bear the notation “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.”
